GUATEMALAN DISTURBANCES. 


President Cabrera Will Have Mexico 
Around His Ears If He Executes 
the 19 Conspirators. 


Mexico City, Mex., May 27.—While 
Mexico has eight thousand men fully 
equipped and on a war footing on the 
Guatemalan frontier, distributed at 
various points south of this capital 
are eight thousand additional troops 
which can be transported to the bor- 
der on twenty-four hours’ notice. 

While there is a disposition in offi- 
cial circles to minimize the tension 
existing between President Estra Ca- 
brera and the Mexican government, it 
is admitted on all sides that should 
Cabrera carry out his intention of 
executing the 19 men accused of com- 
plicity in the alleged attempt to as- 
sassinate him, Mexico will be forced 
to intervene,

The J. J. McLanghlin Company | 
of Toronto and Edmonton have begun 
operating the new factory recently 
established in the city.. The prem- | 
ises formerly occupied by the Edmon.- | 
ton Wool and Wood Company have | 
been completely renovated, and alter- | 
ed for the purpose of manufacturing | 
all classes of soit drinks and “Hyger- | 
ia” water, | 
-The company which is-one of the | 
oldest in the East in this business | 
have installed a complete and mod- 
ern plant for this work. The bever- 
ages are all manufactured’ from the 
ordinary river water after a process 
of distillation and aeration, The wa. 
ter is first pumped through a layer of 
Mediterranean sand. They steam is 
filtered through a hot coke chamber | 
and brought into contact with the! 
air to eliminate all foreign gases and 
odors before it is returned through 
condensing tubes and stored in an im- 
mense tank lined with glass. 

The syrups are made from cane sug- 
ar filtered into bottles into which are

NO CAUSE FOR DOUBT. 

The “late spring” in the west is mn 
occasion for alarm among the stran 
gers within our gates, nor any excus: 
for the circulation of alarmist report 
by enemies without. 

That winter lingered unusually lon: 
in the west, is quite true—but it i 
also true that in this regard the west 
ern provinces of Canada are no ex 
ception to the rule, Enstern Canad: 
has had a “backward” spring also 
so backward that agricultural opera 
tions and crop conditions there are 
not many days in advance. In th 
southernmost counties of Ontario 
the famous “fruit belt’ along th: 
Lake Erie shore—very little gardening 
had been done at the beginning « 
last week, and seeding operations wer 
by no means completed. The tree 
in the orchards were just unfolding 
their leaves on Sunday week, and 
with very occasional exception, the 
crab-trees were about the only fruit 
trees in flower. Grass in the meadow: 
was green but had made little growth 
and few farmers had turned out their 
stock. Westward through the state o! 
Illinois during the past week condi 
tions were more advanced, The forest 
trees were beautifully clothed = i: 
green, but the farmers were still busy 
seeding everywhere. On the whole 
therefore, it does not appear an un 
fair estimate to say that western Can 
ada is not at most more than ten 
days behind these districts which are 
considered among the especially fa 
vored farming regions of North 
America, 

Of western Canada, central Alberta 
certainly has no occasion to be en 
Throughout 
all three provinces seeding operations 
were in full swing during the past 
week, but from Battleford westward 
the hills had a much greener tinge 
than either in eastern Saskatchewan 
or Manitoba. Along the line of the 
Canadian Northern through the three 
Provinces, the first spring grain no- 
ticed above ground was near Olive: 
station, a few miles from Edmonton 
Central Alberta appears therefore to 
have slightly the lead of the country 
along the Saskatchewan, and also of 
the Red River valley—both in Mani- 
toba and south of the international 
boundary.

PROGRESS ON STREET CAR 
WORK. 


Bitulithic and Contracting, Limited. 
are making good progress on the street 
car line work. They have had a 
force of from 100 to 200 men at work 
a little over a week and have Jasper 
from Fourth to Ninth ready for the 
concrete and over one block of the 
first concrete bed laid. The con- 
struction of the car line complete 
entails a number of interesting pro- 
cesses. Aiter the centre of the street 
to a width of 18 feet has been graded 
to the proper level, { four _ bevelled 
ditchs, about eight inches deep. are 
dug the length of the grading. These 
ditches are directly under where the 
rails will be laid. Cross ditches are 
also dug under the iron ties which 
support the rails. <A bed of over six 
inches of concrete is then laid on the 
entire grade, making over a foot of 
solid concrete under the rails cr 
where the weight will be. After the 
rails are in position the street is 
paved level with tha top either with 
concrete or bitulithic. The com- 

any has no contract for the build- 
ing of the street railway, but are 
merely undertaking the work to help 
the city out and get at their paving 
contract more expeditiously.

CHICAGO WHEAT. 


Chicago, May 27—Severe frosts in 
the west and southwest sent wheat 
prices up to a new high record mark 
for the’ crop, here today, the July 
delivery touching 1081-2, Sept 104 1-2 
and Dec, 105 1-2, The advance, how- 
ever, was not retained, heavy realiz- 
ing sales causing a sharp reaction, 
At the close July showed a net gain 
of 5-8 to 3-4 over Baturday’s close. 
September was up 38 to 1-2 cent 
and December 1-4 to 3-8. 

July corn closed 1-8 higher, and 
July oats 3-8 to 1-2 higher. Provis- 
ions closed 5 cents higher to 12 1-2 
cents lower. The opening in wheat 
was wildly excited with initial trades 
showing @ range in prices from a 
shade to 3 -8 to 3 1-4 above Satur- 
day's final prices, The new high 
marks were established by the con- 
tinued heavy frosts which were re 
ported in the wheat belt. . 

The market was deluged by buy- 
ing when trading began, and this de- 
mand was materially augmented by 
heavy purchases by shorts, The sharp 
advance tempted liberal profit taking 
and under this prices gradually 
worked downward. Sellers were en- 


couraged by, nw more taverese news 

lo nor conditions. 
Tradi decreased in vaane, but the 
market remained nervous all day. 


Late in the session continued profit- 
taking» weakened the market and the 
close was easy.

citizens of this city. 

Gas is one of the most useful of all 
the commodities and its benefits are 
felt not only by those who require 
it for lighting purposes, ut also by 
the small manufacturer who can use 
it more cheaply and more easily than 
gasoline or other fuel for-manufactur- 
ing purposes, and, above all, by the 
housekeeper, who, when once she 
knows the convenience of a gas range 
for summer cooking, will not dispense 
with it on any account. 

The advantages accruing to the city 
from the use of a commodity in such 
general demand and of such general 
utility are not confined to the classes 
I have mentioned anly, but the city as 
a whole reaps the benefit, and I for 
one, as & business.man, feel that a 
portion of this benefit would be mine, 
and as a consequence that we should 
have this useful commodity distrib- 
uted to the citizens as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The greatest benefit would, oi 
course, come from natural gas, as its 
cheapness would insure more general 
use; but we im Edmonton do not know 
whether or not we possess natural gas. 
We have had a Natural Gas Company 
in operation for some three years and 
they have failed, Because of this 
failure, I believe that a franchise 
should be granted to an Artificial Gas 
Company, who will give us gas as soon 
as the plant can be built. 

In conversation with others I find 
that the International Heating & 
Lighting Company of Cleveland have 
favorably impressed the people with 
their manner of doing business, They 
have offered to erect a gas plant in 
the city at an estimated cost of $300,- 
000. They are not asking us for a free 
site, as we were recently asked by 

# another manufacturing concern, They 
have not asked us for a bonus. They 
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cil as contained in the proposed by- 
law, and wh@n we compare our posi- 
tion with that of the city of Calgary, 


| which, in its great endeavor to obtain 


prominence and rapid growth, is of- 
fering large inducements to manufac. 
turers, and when we compare also the 
price of the gas to be distributed here 
with that which is paid by the citi- 
zens of Calgary and see that we will 
have to pay less, we ought really to 
congratulate ourselves on our larger 
opportunities, but not refuse to take 
advantage of them. 

From every point of view I believe 
the city will reap a great benefit from 
the gisating of the Artificial Gas 
franchise to be voted upon on June 
8rd, and certainly from the point of 
view of the business man, a share of 
the added prosperity will be ours.

SOME RULES OF DRIVING CLUB.

Lady Bug to Fight Green Bug. 


Tt has been discovered in Kansas 
that the lady bug is a destroyer of tho 
green bug, which latter is causing 
such enormous damage to the wheat 
crop in Kansas and Oklahoma. As a 
result of this discovery the state en- 
tomologist of Kansis is making a col- 
lection of lady bugs with the help of 
university students, and these are be- 
ing shipped free to farmers at any 
point where the green bug is causing 
damage. 


Keep the young calves growing by 
giving them a little shorts or ground 
oats in addition to the milk. 

By all means place the breeding 
swine and young pigs where they can 
get plenty of exercise.

The Provincial Idea of 
Stock Sales. 


The question has arisen, and has 
been debated in association meetings 
as recorded in those columns, to what 
extent provincialism should be given 
rein in the holding of live-stock sales. 
The tendency at present in the West- 
ern provinces seems to be to put up 
the. stockmen of 
neighboring provinces, for which there 
may have been at one time some jus- 
tification, but whicli we believe the 
broader-minded will agree is neither 
necessary nor advisable. One pecu- 
liar feature is that while the bars 
are up against sellers, such is not the 
case against buyers. The principle by 
which Governments are led to con- 
tribute grants to provincial live-stock 
sales is that by so doing they aid the 
small farmer in his search for pure- 
bred stock. It will be admitted, we 
think, by. all that the breeder of high- 
class purebreds needs no such aid, 
many of the brightest minds in Can- 
adian agriculture being found in the 
ranks of the live-stock men. Unfor- 
tunately, the idea has gotten abroad 
that governments, by extending finan- 
cial aid to such sales, degjgn to aid 
the breeders of live stock, unload their 
cull stuff. We believe that such is a 
mistaken idea and should be speedily 
corrected. If a man holds a private 
sale, he knows well the penalty for 
putting inferior stuff before the auc* 
tioneer and we see no good reason for 
the use of government funds to aid 
the carrying out of an idea econom- 
ically unsound, and in addition a 
detriment to the cattle trade in the 
end. The fear that the removal of 
inter-provincial restrictions would re- 
sult in the dumping of inferior stuff 
on the market is not well founded

Wheat Screenings and the Meat Trade 


Three circumstances in connection 
with the meat and grain trade direct 
attention to a channel in which Wes- 
tern farmers might develop business. 
They are these: Some 40,000 mutton 
carcasses from Australia are being 
received this spring at Vancouver for 
the Canadian trade; at Port Arthur 
some 10,000 sheep raised upon the Ca- 
nadian ranges have been fed all win- 
ter and are being suid to Eastern and 
Western cities; and the dockage on 
some 30,000,000 bushels of wheat ship- 
ped to lake ports has averaged some 
three per cent., or 300,000 bushels. 
When one begins to enquire into the 
significance of these circumstances he 
will find some suggestions for a pos- 
sible future policy, although to what 
extent the confirmed grain-grower wili 
go into jieeding is problematical. 
Some say he will never do so, that the 
hope for the future of the farms and 
for the elimination of waste is in the 
next generation, but we scarcely like 
to think that it is so far distant. 

The case of the Port Arthur sheep 
feeders has been cited, but they are 
by no means the only people who 
make a_ profitable combination © of 
screenings and sheep. At several of 
the smaller mills throughout Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan sheep are fed 
over the 90 days that are allowed for 
the purpose in transit. At some mills 
also hogs are fed on the sereenings 
and at others the refuse from the 
mills is used for steer feeding. In ev- 
ery case where mill screenings can be 
had feeding has been pronounced pro- 
fitable, even under the most crude and 
slipshod methods of feeding. From 
what we have observed and by what 
others have told us, it would appear 
that the man who can get the accumu- 
lation of screenings that is to be 
found at every mill and at many ele- 
vators has a good thing. For the 
grain grower, however, the situation 
is not so pleasant. He raises the feed 
and hauls it to the mill or to the cars 
and bears the expense of transporting 
it to the feeder, whether the feed 
yards are located in the local town 
or at Port Arthur; and not only does 
he pay for this carrying, but if he 
has been over liberal and has sup- 
plied the feeder with more. than a cer- 
tain proportion of ieed in the wheat 
he ships, he must suffer for his liber- 
ality. This is the thing that annoys 


the grain-grower, and in many cases | 


he is demanding pay for the screen- 
ings, or that the elevator men put 
cleaning apparatus in their buildings. 
The latter looks to be the more hope- 
ful and reasonable course, as it would 
save the expense of shipping low- 
grade grain, but on the other hand, it 
would compel many farmers to ship 
through the elevators. Probably the 
best solution is to arrange to have 
the grajn-grower aid for his screen- 
ing and’to have cleaners at the eleva- 
tors as well. Certain it is that the 
feeding of stock, sheep, hogs or cat- 
tle that are raised on Western farms 
should be followed where ‘the grain 
and chaff are grown, and where labor 
at the time this feeding may be done 
is not difficult to obtain. As it is the 
farmers are drained of stock and grain 
just at a time when both might be 
used profitably and the finished prod- 
ucts returned to or substituted in the 
markets that logically belong to the 
Western farmer.

SPRING PRICES FOR CATTLE. 


The coming season promises to be 
a good one for the cattle man. But- 


chers and drovers are hustling for fat, 


cattle at 5 cents a pound in Manitoba 
and Eastern Saskatchewan. The sup- 
ply is scarcely equal to the demand. 
This condition apparently will con- 
tinue for sometime as it is important 
with the cheering outlook in the cat- 
tle market that both feeders and 
breeders should seek for better breed- 
jing stock, especially bulls.

The day is not far distant however, 
when the western cattle market will 
be too big to be monopolized by in- 
dividuals when the province will be 
able to establish a dead meat trade 
that. will command a constant place 
in the British market.

Miss Isabel McGeorge’s Essay. 

The following is the essay written 
by Miss Isabel McGeorge of Queen's 
avenue school, that carried off the 
first honors in the competition: 

“Far acroas the Atlantic, to the 
eastward, Ties a little island, only 
about one-fortieth as large as Canada 
Yet this island is the most important 
in the world, for it is the mother cf 
the British Empire. This family 
known as the British Empire is made 
up of many daughters or colonies, all 
ot which are proud to form a part 
of that great empire. 

The Greatest Next to Mother. 

“The most important member of the 
family, next to great Britain, the 
mother. is Canada. This daughter is 
rapidly becoming the mother’s right 
hand, as was shown when Canada 
sent troops to aid Great Britain in 
the Boer war, 

“When Canada was first discovered 
it was inhabited by the Red Indians, 
but now there are comparatively few 
Indians in ‘the country. What few 
there are live on lands set apart 
for them by the Canadian govern 
ment To-day Canada is inhabited for 
the most t by English-speaking 
people. In the province of Quebec 
there are many descendants of the 
French who. lived in Canada before 
it became @ British possession. These 
people are known as French-Cana- 
dians, and “Great Britain has now 
no more loyal subjects than they. 
There are algo many people of Scotch 
descent in Canada, besides a few 
of other nationalities. 

Representative Government. 


“The provinces of Canada are unit- 
ed in a federal unian—that is, there 
is a government for the Dominion es 
a whole, and one for each province 
A government, whether provincial er 
Dominion, must resign as soon as it 
loses the support of the majority © 
the people. 

“The climate of Canada is very dif- 
ferent from that of the mother coun- 
try. It is a rather extreme climate, 
with, in most cases sufficient moist- 
ure, but in Southern Alberta irri- 
gation is necessary. In British Col 
umbia the elimate is equable, with 
abundant rainfall. 


Canada's Industries. 


“In the early days in Canada the 
fur trade waa the chief industry, but 
now agrichlture holds first place 
among her industries. Not only grain 
growing, but fruit raising, dairying 
and various other branches of agri- 
culture are carried on inCanada, The 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta are the principal grain 
growing districts, while fruit is rais- 
ed principally in Ontario and British 
Columbia. Lambering, fishing and 
the fur trade are also important in- 
dustries. Nearly all of the useful 
woods are found in Canada, the chief 
lumber regi: being New Brunswick, 
Ontario, Quebec and British Colum 
bia. The fisheries on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts are very valuable, and 
the fresh water fisheries are said to 
be the most valuable in the world. 
Owing to the abundance of raw ma- 
terial at hand manufacturing is daily 
increasing im importance. Canada has 
vest mineral Tesources. Almost every 
mineral is fownd, but coal and gold 
are the most.important. Coal is found 
chiefly in Nova Scotia and British 
Columbia. The principal gold regions 
are British Columbia and the Yukon 

“Canada ip traversed from ocean to 
ocean by the Canadian Pacific rai. 
way. Steameps meet the trains and 
thus provide @ quick route from Great 
Britain to Atla, The country is fast 
taking ranksamong the great com- 
mercial coutitties of the world. 

“The chiaf cities of Canada are 
Montreal, ‘onto, Quebec, Ottawa, 
Winnipeg Vancouver.

“The nex@/ important da to 

Great Britain is India, It is a crown 
colony, and is therefore’ governed by 
officials apented by Great Britain, 
The people @fe native and belong to 
the indu seligion, 
“India iarcgituated chiefly in the 
hot belt, and consequently has a 
tropical climate, The rainfall is af- 
fected by ‘monsoons which blow 
from the se@ to the land in the hot 
weather, causing abundant rainfall, 
and from the land to the sea in the 
cooler season, causing draught in 
some parta, 

“Wheat, edtton, rice, opium and 
tea are grown in India, and exported. 


India trades with Great Brit 


tinct, and the country is now occu- 
pied by Englishspeaking people. 

“Australia is influenced by trade 
winds. The eastern slopes of the Aus- 
tralian Alps and the Blue Mountains 
receive plenty of moisture, but the in- 
jand rtions sometimes suffer from 
drought, as the trade winds lose 
their moisture in crossing the moun- 
tains. 

“The chief industry is ¢he raising 
of sheep and cattle. Wheat and corn 
are grown, and gold is mined in 
large quantities, Manufacturing 1s 
carried on to a great extent in Mel- 
bourne. 

“The chief cities of the colony are 
Melbourne and Sydney. 

South Africa. 

“Although the South African colon- 
ies are a recent acquisition to the em- 
pire they are fast becoming import- 
ant, Cape Colony and tne Transvaal 
are the chief South African posses- 
asions. 

“Both these colonies were taken 
from the Dutch, or the Boers. as they 
are called. In both colonies the pop- 
ulation is a mixture of English and 
Dutch, with some natives called 
Kaffirs. 

“The climate is for the most part 
equable. In some parts the rains only 
come at long intervals, but when it 
does rain it comes in torrents. 

“The chief centre of attraction to 
settlers in South Africa is the gold 
and diamond mines. Wheat is grown 
in Cape Colony, and wool, ostrich 
feathers and hides are valuable ar- 
ticles of trade, 

British Guiana. 

“The next daughter of the family 12 
British Guiana. The population ix 
mixed, consisting of negroes, Chinese, 
natives and a tew Europeans, 

“The climate is hot, but not un- 
healthy. The dry and wet seasons 
come alternately, there being two dry 
ones and two wet ones in each year. 

“The country exports coffee, cotton, 
molasses, cocoa nuts, timber and dye. 
Although a little gold has been mined 
nothing definite is known about the 
minerals of the country. 

“Georgetowh and New Amsterdam 
are the only ‘places of much impor- 
tance in the colony. 


The Elder Daughter. 

“Newfoundland is the elder daugh- 
ter of the family, It has never joined 
Canada, but is a self-governing col- 
ony. The climate of Newioundland 
is influenced by the Gulf Stream and 
Polar Current. The meeting of these 
two currents causes the dense fogs of 
Newfoundland, 

“Fishing ranks first among the in- 
dustries. The country possesses the 
greatest cod fisheries in the world. 
Agriculture and lumbering are car- 
ried on in a small way. Large quanti- 
ties of copper and iron are exported 
every year. 

“The principal cities are St. John’s, 
the capital, and Harbour Grace. The 
Atlantic cable from Newfoundland to 
Ireland lands at Heart’s Content, 


A Diminutive Daughter. 

“The northern part of Borneo is an- 
other of the Empire’s daughters. The 
Dyaks occupy the country and the 
Government is in the hands of the 
British North Borneo Company. 

“The climate is tropical, so that sa- 
£0, tobacco, pepper, India-rubber, 
bamboo, wax and gum are all pro- 
duced there. There are also rich mines 
of gold and coal, which, it is pre- 
dicted, will make Borneo very im- 
portant some day. 

New Zealand. 

“Next in the family is New Zealand. 
The island is divided into provinces 
which unite to form a federal union. 

“The natives of New Zealand are 
called Maoris, but the English, Irish 
and Scotch settlers are very numer- 
ous, 

_ “The climate is equable, especially 
in the northern part, and is thought 
to be exceedingly healthy, 

“New Zealand a many arti- 
cles, principally wool, mutton, wheat, 
oats, hides, tallow, butter, gold and 
coal. 

“The capital of the colony is 
lington, and the chief ports are 
nedin and Auckland, 


Another Small Colony. 


“Second to the last among the colo- 
nies of the Empire is Honduras. This 
colony was once annexed to Jamaica. 
The population is composed chiefly of 
negroes, 

“The climate is equable and moist, 
Jt is jnfluenced by winds blowing 
from sea to the east of the oleae 

“There is only one important indus- 
try, lumbering. The valuable woods 
are mahogany hbogwood. Besides 
lumber the ople export sugar, in- 
dia-rubber, fruit and shells from 
which cameos are made, 

“‘Relize is the chief town and the 
capital of the colony, It has a good 
harbor,

Swettenham’'s Colony. 

“The last of this great family is 
Jamaica. It is one of the West In- 
dian islands, The population is com- 
posed of white people, mulattoes, 
Chinese and blacks. 

“The climate is tropical in the low 
region and much cooler in the moun- 
tains. 

“Sugar cane ia grown and sugar, 
molasses ~ rum produced. In the

“The capital is Kingston, and the 
other places of importance are Port 
Royal and Spanish Town.

“There are several other colonies, 
these are the most important mem- 
bers of the family. The people under 
British rule aalwys enjoy freedom 
and when they have shown themselves 
capable of govérning a country are 
given self-government. My sincere 
esire is that the glory of the Empire 
may be maintained and the different 
parts united more closely than before 
in the time to come.”

Boise Idaho, May 26.—From pres-

The: opposing attorneys 
seem determined to use up every chal- 
lenge the law allows, This means 
that only seven final jurors have been 
selected, and that the trial has been 
in progress more than two weeks ac- 
tual time.

New York, May 96.—The Post's fin- 


in the Européan crop districts is im- 
proving, but actual reports of crop 
conditions have this week been more 
unfavorable than before. This is es- 
pecially true of Germany, where the 
early crop has been irretrievably dam- 
aged. No less than 34 per cent. of 
the autumn-sown wheat land has had 
to be replowed. Beerboham estimates 
that as a consequence, that the Ger- 
man crop may possibly not exceed 
103,000,000 bushels. This would com- 
pare with 144,000,000 last year, and 
would mean that Germany might 
have to import the unusually large 
amount of 112,000,000 bushels.
